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WAR BOOMS HOME TRAVEL 


West's Famous All-Year Playgrounds 
Are Along SP’s Four Great Routes 


Wik tourist travel in the United 
States increasing as a result of the 
war in Europe, the spread of a nation- 
wide “See. America Now’ movement is 
expected during this winter and the en- 
suisg year, in which Southern Pacific 
employes will bave plenty of oppor- 
tunity to participate as hosts and as 
business getters for their railroad. 

The boom of heavy artillery “over 
there” should result in a “boom” of tour- 
ist travel over here, with travel-loving 
Americans making the pleasant dis- 
covery that some of the world’s finest 
vacation and tourist attractions are lo- 
cated right here in their own. back yard. 
‘To the many thousands who always spend 
their vacations in this country there will 
be added this year the 200,000 American 
tourists who normally go to Europe; 
and other thousands will be attracted 
here from the South and Central Ameti- 
can countries. 

Much of the scenic grandeur that 
awaits the "See America Now’ traveler 
the whole year ‘round is served by 
Southern Pacific's Four Great Routes. 
Winter and spring attractions include 
the sun-drenched dude ranches and 
desert resorts of California, Arizona 
and New Mexico, and the comantic 
Playa de Cortes “south of the border.” 
In contrast, for the winter tourist who 
ptefers his snow-sports there are the 
Sugarbowl and Donner-Summit  terti- 
tories in the Sierra, the Cascades, Mt. 
Shasta, Timberline Lodge at Mt. Hood, 
and Yosemite to suit the taste of those 
who formerly thought only of Switzer- 
land as a winter-sports paradise. 

All year vacationlands abound in 
southern California with its famous 
beaches, and at Del Monte, Monterey 
and Santa Cruz, Lake Tahoe and Crater 
Lake, of course, are outstanding sum- 
mer attractions. For scenic beauty, pleas- 
ure and comfort, these compare favor- 
ably with any to be found abroad. 

Other interesting sights, to be seen at 
any time of the year, include the amaz- 
ing Carlsbad Caverns in New Mexico, 
the renowned California Missions along 
the “Trail of the Padres;” the historical 
Overland Trail; and some of the most 
colorful, gay and glamorous cities of the 
world, such as Mexico City, New Or- 
leans, San Antonio, El Paso, San Diego, 
Los Angeles, Hollywood, San Francisco, 
Reno, Portland, Sait Lake City, Seattle 
and British Columbia cities. 

These, and many other points of in- 
terest, are potent factors in giving a lift 
to the “See America Now’ movement, 
and injecting new life into our Business- 
Getting campaign. They are valuable 


selling points by which every employe, 
through familiarizing himself with them 
and directing the attention of his neigh- 
bors, as welf as friends and relatives 
throughout the country to them, can de- 
velop added revenue for his Company. 

Information relative to passenger fares, 
Pullman reservations, time schedules, 
etc., can be obtained from the nearest 
SP passenger tepresentative, who will 
also attend to such details as tickets, hotel 
and Pullman reservations. 

In order that everyone will be ade- 
quately prepared to get behind this drive 
to promote interest in travel at home, 
as well as be ready to meet the anticipated 
upswing in tourist business, the Bulletin 
will present a series of descriptive articles 
dealing with the outstanding attractions 
served by Southern Pacific Lines. The 
first of these articles, featuring Palm 
Springs, the Dude Ranches and Guaymas, 
appear in this issue. 


Low Fares to Continue 


During 1940 


The sensationally Jow “grand circle” 
railroad fares established early this year 
to promote travel to the two world’s fairs 
were so successful that they will be con- 
tinued until October 31 next year. 

For only $90 a person can travel by 
coach from any point in the United States 
to either New York or San Francisco, then 
across the continent to the other city and 
back to the starting point, without re- 
tracing routes. Full stop-over privileges 
for side trips or lay-overs are allowed, 
and the tickets are good for twa months. 
First class tickets cost but $135 plus 
special Pullman rates at $45 for lower 
berth and $34.50 for an upper. 

These “hometown back to hometown” 
tours give SP a fine opportunity to take 
advantage of its Four Great Routes in 
getting a large share of the tourist travel. 
For instance, a “grand circle” traveler 
may be routed over SP lines from New 
Orleans to Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
and Portland into the Northwest; or over 
the same “long haul” route from New 
Orleans to San Francisco and thence back 
across the continent via the Overland 
Route. Similarly, the Golden State Route 
from Chicago through El Paso fits in with 
the other SP routes in giving the tourist 
a look at the whole western country. 

Early next year SP will make substan- 
tial reductions in certain 1st class, inter- 
mediate and coach ‘roundtrip fares .be- 
tween all points east and California. 
These low fares wilt be in addition to 
the present winter excursion tickets,

Attractions of Sunkissed, Sheltered Palm 
Springs Region Beckon Winter Vacationist 


“Se. you're planning a trip to Palm 
Springs! H’mmm, getting kind of 
high-hat, aren't you?” 

This is the sort of remark that usually 
greets the person of modest income when 
he announces his intention of visiting 
the famous California desert resort. Nine 
times out of ten his friends will make 
some jocular reference to his financial 
standing or wonder if he suddenly fell 
heir to a vast fortune. 

Most people fave the mistaken im- 
pression that Palm Springs is a winter 
resort exclusively for the movie stars and 
the millionaires, an impression created, 
in large part, by pictures in magazines 
and newspapers showing “Gloria 
Glamour of Hollywood” or “J. P. 
Vandergilt, noted sportsman and financial 
leader,” basking in the sun at the edge of 
a luxutious swimming peal or felling 
peacefully in a palm-shaded patio. 

Actually, Palm Springs, with its swim- 
ming pools and palm-shaded patios, is 
within the reach of persons of modest 
means as well as of those who file their 
income tax returns in the higher brackets. 
Besides the numerous ultra-swanky 
hotels, inns, dude ranches and play- 
grounds, there are plenty of medium- 
priced accommodations; and facilities 
for enjoying horseback riding, golf, 
tennis, swimming, bicycling, bowling, 
hiking, picnicking, etc., are available at 
reasonable rates. The tree-bordered 
streets of the picturesque village are 
lined with stores and shops carrying all 
the every-day necessities and not a few 
of the Iuxuries, where one may pur- 
chase anything “from dungarees to 
diamonds.” And the most precious com- 
modity of all—the ideal winter climate 
and the exquisite desert scenery—is free 
to everyone, 

Palm Springs lies at the western edge 
of the Colorado desert and at the be- 
ginning of the Coachella Valley, 452 feet 
above sea level. It is 109 miles from Los 
Angeles, about 120 miles from the Mexi- 
can border, and is on the main line of 


Southera Pacific's Golden State and Sun- 
set Routes. No other spot in America— 
or in the world, for that matter—has a 
more ideal winter climate, or has such 
unique surroundings. 

Nestled at the foot of Mount San 
Jacinto, whose towering snow capped 
crags stretch 10,805 feet into the tur- 
quoise-blue sky, it is protected from the 
coast rains and fog and is virtually im- 
mune to the severe winds encountered in 
the open desert spaces, The average noon 
temperature during the winter months is 
81° and the experience of going about 
in light summer clothing in the middle 
of winter is a thrilling one, indeed. 

Paim Springs is truly an oasis in the 
desert. Native palm trees in canyons be- 
side health-giving springs; orange, cot- 
tonwood, eucalyptus and pepper trees; 
and a variety of desect blooms which 
grow in abundance are a source of un- 
believable beauty. In the spring, the arid 
sand dunes are carpeted with thick 
masses of lavender verbena, desert gold 
and the delicate evening primrose. Smoke 
trees, so called because their silver-toned 
feathery foliage creates the illusion of 
puffs of smoke on the desert, are a 
natural rarity and the largest Smoke Tree 
Forest in the world is close to the village. 

Guests have the choice of loafing in 
peaceful solitude or keeping on the go 
with the varied sport and social activi- 
ties which are provided both day and 
night. During the day they may ride into 
the hills or across the mesa or around 
the canyon bridle paths, or indulge in the 
numerous other sports previously men- 
tioned. At night, two motion picture. 
houses, informative and entertaining 
Programs at the hotels, dancing, moon- 
light steak bakes and hay rides, barn 
dances and barbecues leave nothing .to. 
be desired, Also there are -.always« 
special events to look forward tg'on the 
Palm Springs calendar. The season runs - 
from October to June and reacties its 
peak after the first of the year. with a; 
population of about 8000,

In the Palm Springs region many 
scenic spots await those who love the 
beauties of nature. Palm Canyon, about 
four miles from the village, with its 
neighboring Murray and Andreas can- 
yons, is a wonderland filled with thou- 
sands of pre-historic palms; Tahquitz 
Canyon, with its majestic rock forma- 
tions and waterfalls, is an unforgettable 
sight. There are short motor trips to the 
Date Gardens; spectacular Painted Can- 
yon, with its walls of yellow and rose 
and purple; Twenty-nine Palms, the Sal- 
ton Sea, the Imperial Valley, and across 
the border inta old Mexico. 

A large part of the area surrounding 
Palm Springs is a reservation for the 
Cahuilla (Ko-we-ah) tribe of Indians, 
who gave to this spot its Spanish name 
of Agua Caliente, by which the reserva- 
tion is still officially known. 

Southern Pacific's Golden State Route 
and Sunset Route provide the only di- 
rect, main line train service to Palm 
Springs and other Southern California 
desert resorts. The popular Golden State 
Limited is first choice of the discriminat- 
ing traveler from or through the Middle- 
West, offering the service of an extra 
fare train, without the extra fare, and 
with convenient late afternoon arrival, 
Eastbound and westbound Sunset Lim- 
iteds arrive at Palm Springs station 
shortly after noon.

No so many years ago, the lure of 
the wide open spaces was working 
on a strictly part-time basis. During 
spring and summer months, and possi- 
bly in the early part of autumn, people 
sought the great outdoors for rest and 
recreation, just as they do now. But with 
the coming of winter most of these folks, 
particularly those in the East and Middle 
West, stoked up their furnaces, donned 
heavy woolens and generally prepared 
for a season of hibernation, al] the while 
feeling sorry for their fess fortunate 
friends whose vacations came at such a 
cold, bleak time of year. 

Then a change began to take place. 
People were hearing about the guest 
ranches, more commonly called "dude" 
ranches, of Arizona, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia and Texas, where one could find 
balmy winter days, cloudless skies and a 
pleasantly warming sun and where the 
door to the wide open spaces was never 
closed. Planning a vacation in winter 
became an event to look forward to with 
eagerness, rather than dread. 

Southern Pacific had a large part in 
arousing the dude ranch-consciousness of 
the winter vacationist. Attractive adver- 
tisements placed in national magazines 
and colorful posters displayed in win- 
dows and on walls of ticket offices and 
stations throughout the country were con- 
tributing factors in doubling the number 
of guest ranches the last ten years. 

It is easy to understand why more and 
more people every year are turning to 
this form of vacation among friendly, 
congenial folk, where they can enjoy a 
carefree, invigorating life in the out-of- 
doors, and build up a teserve energy. The 
guest ranch is a typically American insti- 
tution. It is the answer to the natural 
craving of the city dweller for a place 
where he can roam at will over unre- 
stricted territory, shout his head off if he

feels like it, relax and be his natural self. 

Unlike other vacation resorts, the 
guest ranch leaves the guest entirely to 
his own devices in the matter of amuse- 
ment. There is plenty going on all the 
time, but they are things the guest does 
himself—not things done to entertain 
him. Thus he can do as little or as much 
as he chooses, entering into the ranch 
activities, joining the daily rides and 
picnics, fishing or hunting; or he can 
just laze under a friendly sun and let the 
rest of the world shift for itself. 

The primary object of visiting a guest 
ranch is, of course, to ride horseback, to 
steep in the western atmosphere and to 
make oneself a part of the great out-of- 
doors. However, many ranches provide 
more familiar outside diversions for 
those who don’t care for the more strenu- 
ous life. Badminton and tennis courts, 
croquet grounds and quoits are usually 
available. Many ranches have swimming 
pools and a few even have polo fields, 
target ranges and putting greens. Day- 
time and campfire picnics are frequent. 

Experience has proven that very few 
guest ranch pa- 
trons are interested 
in fishing or hunt- 
ing, but for. those 
who desire it hunt- 
ing is available at 
nearly every ranch. 
There is small 
game on the ranch 
itself, and big 
game in nearby 
mountains. Special 
pack trips for big 
game may be ar- 
ranged at most 
ranches. While 
fishing is not so 
generally available 
as hunting, numer- 
ous ranches are 
:Situated at -reason: 


cable distances from ~ 


water from which trout, bass, perch 
and catfish may be taken in season. 

Worries about a wardrobe just don’t 
exist. The prime requisite for everyone 
is a pair of stout, comfortable boots for 
protection from brush when hiking or 
tiding, cotton shirts for normal wear, a 
wool shirt for pack trips. Some guests 
go completely western and wear leather 
chaps, but the majority don blue jeans or 
“levis’ and proceed to live in them. 
Women wear jeans, short divided skirt 
or jodhpurs. A leather or wool jacket, a 
five-gallon hat, a slicker or top coat, and 
usual undergarments complete the list. 

Many ranches have special facilities 
for children, where they may learn to 
tide under expert guidance on horses that 
are safe and gentle. 

There is a wide variety of guest 
ranches from-which to choose. Most of 
them are genuine cattle ranches; a few 
have been established especially for the 
entertainment of guests. All provide an 
authentic western atmosphere. Some have 
accommodations for but a few people; 
others entertain large numbers. 

By season of its delightful winter 
climate, southern Arizona is one of the 
most popular winter guest ranch sec- 
tions of the United States. Principal sea- 
son is usually from October to May, as 
contrasted to the guest ranches in the 
Rocky Mountain region, which are open 
only during the summer. Southern Cali- 
fornia ranches are open during the win- 
ter, as are those in central and northern 
California and Nevada, also most Texas 
and New Mexico ranches. 

In the territory served by Southern 
Pacific there are guest ranches located in 
magnificent mountain country, others on 
the open mesa, and still others at almost 
sea level... Easternets . visiting “these 
sanches have opportunity to see twice.as 
much of the ‘West by combining Sunset 
or -Golden State Routes’ with ‘Shasta.or 
‘Overland “Routes, each. of swhich is 
crowded with travel ‘attractions.

OVER THE BORDER IN OLD MEXICO 


Winter Months Ideal Time to Visit the Many 
Picturesque Spots on SP’s West Coast Route 


i Bi ‘West Coast of Mexico, its rail 
route to Mexico City having been 
open but 12 years, is one of the few 
remaining travel attractions which give to 
the visitor the sensation of exploring an 
unknown Jand. Rail travel affords the 
least difficult and most comfortable way 
of really seeing the West Coast of Mexi- 
co, and every hour of the trip is packed 
with interest and beauty. It is virtually 
impossible to go by auto through the 
‘West Coast region. 

Leaving Nogales, which connects with 
SP’s Sunset Route at Tucson, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad of Mexico 
passes through some of the most inspir- 
ing mountain scenery on the continent, 
magnificent vistas of ocean and bay 
waters, the alluring charm of sun- 
splashed tropics, quaint Mexican towns, 
modern bustling cities and bizarre Indian 
settlements. 

Chief points of interest along this 
fascinating journey, in the order of ar- 
rival, are Hermosillo, Guaymas, Mazatlan, 
Tepic, the Barrancas and Guadalajara. 
The following is a brief description of 
each, and the reader is asked to bear in 
mind that no short article could more 
than suggest the interesting experiences 
and sights of a trip through Mexico: 

Hermosillo: Capital of Sonora State, 
located 176-miles south of ‘Nogales, it 
stands almost across the entrance to 2 
‘wild gorge through which flows the 
Sonora River, and is -the premier. city of 


: the state. ..Hermosillo ‘means “little 


beauty,” a:name which applies ‘not only 
to it but-to'the utmsual number of beau- 
tiful women ‘who: dwell ‘therein. Beauti- 
ful roses ‘and wide ‘fields of sugar cane 
are features of the environs, and the city 


centers a superb fruit-growing region. 

Guaymas: Buttressed by towering 
cliffs which rise to a height of 1500 feet, 
and sloping gently to the water's edge, 
Guaymas is strikingly situated. The bay 
of Guaymas is one of the most beautiful 
harbors in the world, Synonymous with 
Guaymas is Hotel Playa de Cortes, 
Southern Pacific's modern resort hotel, 
which opened for the winter season of 
1939-40 on November 1. An up-to-the- 
minute American hotel in an exotic 
foreign setting, Playa de Cortes provides 
the visitor with the niceties of living to 
which he is accustomed, while serving as 
a base from which he may explore the 
many interesting nearby points and ob- 
serve the varied phases of Mexican life, 
There is a large saltwater swimming 
pool, badminton and tennis courts, and a 
stable of saddle horses for the use of 
guests, 

To many people 
the name Guaymas 
suggests fishing, 
due to the wide- 
spread publicity 
given to the record 
catches made in its 
adjacent waters. 
But while there is 
excellent ‘fishing, 
one does not have 
to be interested in 
this particular 
Sport to enjoy a 
delightful winter 
vacation there. 
‘With its fine bay, 
interesting Span- 
ish-Moorish 
houses, .old cathe- 
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-dral, native life, oyster beds and fisheries, 
Guaymas offers a wide assortment of at- 
tractions to the tourist, as well as being a 
perfect spot in which to rest and relax. 

The winter climate is ideal, much like 
that of southern Arizona. Days are clear 
and sunny, with mild temperatures; there 
is no winter rainfall. 

Playa de Cortes is only 260 miles 
south of the American border and is 
quickly and comfortably reached. South- 
ern Pacific operates a through Pullman 
from Tucson direct to Guaymas during 
the winter months. 

‘The guest at Playa de Cortes is offered 
a wide choice of finely-appointed accom- 
modations at rates that compare favor- 
ably with any place of similar standards. 
There are 12 single, 14 double rooms 
and four sitting rooms, all furnished in 
Spanish style; also, suites and detached 
bungalows. The hotel accommodates 60 
guests and operates on the American 
plan. American plan rates in the hotel 
are upward from $10 a day (U. S. cur- 
rency) for single room with bath and $16 
a day for double room with double bed 
and bath (2 persons). Cottages, consist- 
ing of sitting room, bedroom and bath, 
are available for as low as $8.50 per day 
for one person; $13.50 for two persons; 
$18.50 for three. Other cottages accom- 
modate as many as six persons at $7 a 
day per person. Meals are included in 
these rates. 

Mazatlan: Located on a peninsula 
overlooking the placid waters of Olas 
Altas Bay, Mazatlan, once a pirate ren- 
dezvous, is now a thriving seaport town. 
One of the most picturesque cities in 
Mexico, Mazatlan is also one of the most 
delightful vacation resorts on the conti- 
nent, and has good hotel accommoda- 
tions. Many of the South Sea island pic. 
tures seen in movie theatres have been 
made at Mazatlan. 

Tepic: Most medieval, primitive and 
picturesque of the West Coast of Mexico 
cities, Tepic appeals to the tourist tre- 
mendously. Seeing it for the first time, 
one has the feeling of being transported 
to some feudal setting in old Spain. Many 
of its streets and balconied houses, and 


Native musicians, strolling through walks and gardens serenading 
guests, lend further enchantment to the romantic Playa de Cortes. 
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the customs of the people, are those of a 
century ago. 

The Batrancas: One of the big thrills 
of a trip along Mexico's West Coast is the 
ride over the barrancas (gorges) between 
Mazatlan and Guadalajara. The train 
climbs 4,265 feet through some of the 
most rugged scenery on the American con- 
tinent. From the train one peers down 
and down, several thousand feet to tiny 
streams at the hottom, and to great 
ranches and plantations lying far below. 

Guadalajara: The ast large city on 
the West Coast of Mexico, Guadalajara is 
the second most important city in the Re- 
public, and famous for its art, music and 
culture. Elevation is 5,036 feet and so 
perfect is the climate that flowers bloom 
the year ‘round, At Guadalajara, connec- 
tions are made with the National Rys. of 
Mexico to Mexico City (which will be 
described in a subsequent article) and 
then up to Juarez, across the river from EL 
Paso. The famous bubble glass of Mexico, 
which is sold in many stores ia the 
United States, is manufactured in Guada- 
lajara. Nearby points of interest are the 
Laguna del Agua Azul, a small lake in 
a semi-wild park; the Barranca de 
Oblatos, a gorge 2,000 fect deep, dotted 
with small farms, and with the Santiago 
River at the bottom; the old church at 
Zapopan, covered with polychromatic 
tiles; San Pedro Tlaquepaque, pic- 
turesque suburb where tiny, lifelike 
figures are modeled in colored clay. 

These ate some of the high points of 
the journey down the West Coast of 
Mexico. There is a multitude of smaller 
places, towns where the arrival of every 
train is the signal for the entire poputa- 
tion to suspend all occupations and 
gather at the station to extend a colorful 
welcome, to sell their wares and to sere- 
nade; towns full of the true Mexican at- 
mosphere, remaining today as they have 
for countless years, untouched and un- 
changed by the whirl of progress going 
on in the outside world. All conspire to 
make a visit to the West Coast of Mexico 
an experience never to be forgotten.

NEW ‘DAYLIGHTS’ OFFER THE FINEST 


ELIVERY to Southern Pacific of 

two new million dollar streamlined 
trains of the Daylight type is expected to 
be made late this month. The cars are 
rapidly nearing completion at the plant 
of the Pullman Standard Car Manufac- 
turing Compaay in Chicago. 

The streamliners will embody the 
latest features of modern design and 
construction, and will match the present 
Daylights in comfort, safety and beauty. 
One of the construction features, shown 
in the above photo of the interior of the 
observation car, is the method of insulat- 
ing the cars. The white, fleecy-looking 
material lining the walls and ceiling is 
known as “Fiberglas” and, as the name 


implies, is made of glass fiber which is 
similar to cotton in appearance. Applied 
in muslin-faced blankets two inches 
thick, it provides insulation against heat 
and cold. To provide floor insulation, the 
depressed portions of the corrugated 
flooring are filled with cork and a smooth 
layer of heavy density cork is applied 
over the top, forming the floor surface 
on which carpet or rubber tiling will be 
laid, depending on the type of car. 

One train will be insulated through- 
out with Fiberglas, the “other with 
“Stonefelt,” a mineral fiber type of in- 
sulation.

Among the new features will be a rus- 
tic Ski Hut and warming room, just 
completed by SP at Norden; revised 
weekend train schedules, to give more 
convenient arrival and departure hours 
for “snowball specials” and other weck- 
end service; a new ski lodge with ski- 
lift and other modern facilities at the 
Sugar Bowl, and additional winter sports 
facilities at Soda Springs. Skis, toboggans, 
sleds and other snow sports equipment 
may be rented at the Ski Hut.

Novel Demonstration of the pulling 
power of tiny locomotives which actually 
operate under their own steam will be 
one of the features of the National Hobby 
Show, sponsored by the Oakland Junior 
Chamber of Commerce in Oakland Audi- 
torium Dec. 8-9-10, A locomotive 44 
inches long and less than 8 inches high 
will pull a flat car with three or four 
adults over a 50-ft. stretch of track.

Faster Merchandise 
Freight Service 
Into Texas 


PrORTEER improvement in Southern 
Pacific's merchandise freight service 
became effective November 6 with in- 
auguration of a schedule that speeds up 
deliveries by one full day between south- 
ern California points and Dallas, Hous- 
ton and San Antonio. 

This is accomplished by adding three 
new steel-wheel freight cars daily to the 
consist of the Arizona Overnight which 
arrives at Tucson the first morning from 
Los Angeles. The three cars for the Texas 
cities are handfed from Tucson on first 
freight connection shortly after noon, ar- 
riving in’ Houston, Dallas and San 
Antonio for early fourth morning de- 
livery instead of fifth morning as under 
the former schedule. The same fast ser- 
vice applies to westbound merchandise 
shipments from the Texas cities, moving 
on the Motor Special, a fast through 
freight train from San Antonio. 

This new service between southern 
California and Texas is the latest of 
three steps in improving fess-than-car- 
load service from Los Angeles eastward 
through Arizona and New Mexico, 
which began with establishment of the 
Arizona Overnight on last February 1. 
This train provides overnight service to 
Yuma, Phoenix and Tucson, which cuts 
the time one full day from Los Angeles 
for merchandise traffic, not only to those 
three cities, but also to all Arizona 
points for which transfer is made at 
Yuma, Phoenix or Tucson; for example,

Nogales, Bisbee, Douglas, Lordsburg, 
Globe, Miami, Gila and Ajo. 

The second step was the addition of 
El Paso cats to the Arizona Overnight 
containing less-than-carload freight for 
Ef Paso proper and points in New Mexi- 
co and west Texas. From Tucson these 


cats move east on the first freight con- 
nection to arrive at El Paso early on the 
second morning from Los Angeles. 
Meantime the Imperial Valley mer- 
chandise service has also been added to 
the Arizona Overnight, which is now a 
20-car exclusive merchandise train. 


Government Ownership 
Is Debate Subject 


NN HIGH school forensic leagues 

throughout the country there will be 
debated during the 1939-1940 school 
year the subject: “Resolved, That the 
Federal Government should own and 
operate the railroads.” 

The selection of this subject was made 
by the Committee on Debate Materials 
and Interstate Cooperation of the Na- 
tional University Extension Association, 
and on November 15 a coast-to-coast 
radio demonstration debate was staged 
for the benefit of students, with Norman 
‘Thomas and Harry W. Laidler taking the 
affirmative and Robert S. Henry and 
Samuel B. Pettingill supporting the 
negative. 

To meet the many demands being 
made by students for material on the sub- 
ject, the Association of American Rail- 
roads has compiled a comprehensive 
pamphlet, copies of which may be ob- 
tained by addressing the Bulletin, 65 
Market Street, San Francisco, or the 
AAR, Transportation Building, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Operating Results 


OR the ten months ended October 31, 
1939, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $180,258,824, or $14,- 
548,046 more than the revenues for the 
same period of 1938, a 99% increase. 
During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $132,303,959, of 
$1,076,118 more than the expenses for 
the 1938 period, a 1% increase. 
After deducting tax accruals of $15,- 
226,053, and net rentals for use of equip- 


ment and joint facilities totaling $9,728,- 
768, there was left Net Railway Oper- 
ating Income of $23,000,044, or a gain 
of $12,827,485 compared with the net 
railway operating income for the same 
period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges, For the 
nine months ended September 30, 1939, 
the final result was a Net Income of 
$1,724,389, which compares with a net 
loss of $9,293,444 for the first nine 
months of 1938. No dividends have been 
paid since January, 1932. The final re- 
sults for the ten months period of 1939, 
not available as the Bulletin goes to 
press, will be shown next issue. 


Queen Contest, sponsored by the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Clerks to select 
a queen for the Daylight float which 
they are entering in the Tournament of 
Roses Parade in Pasadena on New Year's 
Day, was a nip-and-tuck battle when 
standings were published late last month.

LOS ANGELES’ “HU” SPREADS OUT 


Telegraph Office Gets Much New Equipment; 
Communication Services Improved Elsewhere 


T[EESGRATE facilities the equal of 
any railroad on the Pacific Coast are 
now functioning in the new Southern 
Pacific “HU” office in Room 525 of the 
Pacific Electric Building in Los Angeles, 
which office was opened for business 
early in October. 

Transfer of the Division Superinten- 
dent's headquarters and former “NG” 
telegraph office to the P. E. Building, 
following abandonment of Central Sta- 
tion last May, brought about the com- 
bining of "NG" and “HU” offices so 
that it was necessary to move to larger 
quatters. The move also brings closer to- 
gether the telegraph and train dis- 
patchers’ offices. 

Considerable new equipment was in- 
stalled and “HU now has the most 
modern methods of telegraph communi- 
cation consisting of teletypes, multiplex 


Dispatcher’s office in the new Los Angeles Division headquarters 
is modern in every respect. The room is. acoustically treated and is 
so situated that there are no outside noises, Windows have venetian 
blinds and electric lights give indirect silver ray illumination. 
Tables are of SP pattern built in our own shops, Loud speakers are 


printers, teperforators, and Morse cir- 
cuits terminating on concentration units. 
When an office wishes to call “HU” by 
Morse it is not necessary for the outside 
telegrapher to keep repeating the “HU” 
signals until he gets an answer, Instead 
he merely makes the combination 2-1-3-3-1 
which illuminates a light and operates a 
buzzer in “HU” office where the light 
remains lighted until the outside telegra- 
pher is answered. The new offtce is 
acoustically treated and has’ a modern 
system of indirect lighting.

bills, also to the expansion of the petish- 
able freight movement from that terti- 
tory with consequent increase in wires 
diverting shipments while en route. 
When “HU” moved into the P. E. 
Building in 1912 the office handled an 
average of between 75,000 and 100,000 
telegrams monthly; today, the new office 
is handling about four times that maay. 
At the present time some 1800 way- 
bills are handled in and out of Los Aa- 
geles daily in connection with the move- 
ment of less-than-carload merchandise 
freight traffic. AL of these waybills are 
transmitted by teletype so that receiving 
stations will have them the following 
morning in advance of arrival of the 
freight shipments. Waybill circuits enter- 
ing Los Angeles ate routed through the 
“HU” office and terminate in the various 
Arizona and California freight offices. 
For a number of years the only 
through circuit operated at Los Angeles 
was known as the quad to El Paso, a cir- 
cuit over which two messages could be 
sent simultaneously in each direction.

“HU” office, ‘consisting of. multiplex, 
teletype and Morse wires. Multiplex 
printers are operated from Los Angeles 
to El Paso with drop channel at Tucson, 
also multiplex printer to San Francisco 
and teletype circuits reaching Yuma, El 
Centro, Phoenix, Tucson, San Diego, 
Bakersfield and Fresno. The telegraphing 
between Union Pacific, Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacific at Los Angeles is han- 
dled over teletypes, which materially 
speeds up their interchange of business. 

The most modern type of telegraph 
switchboard has been installed at “HU.” 
The cables leading from the switch- 
board to the various units of equipment 
within the office are carried on steel 
cable racks suspended from the ceiling, 
which adds to convenience in adding 
other cables or in making repairs. 


Improvement Elsowhere 


While this improvement has been go- 
ing on at Los Angeles the Telegraph De- 
partment has completed several installa- 
tions elsewhere on Pacific Lines and has 
perfected plans for other developments 
which will greatly improve the railroad’s 
communication system both by telegraph 
and telephone. 

An automatic telephone exchange was 
recently installed at Eugene, which ex- 
pedites service within the Eugene Termi- 
nal and permits the operator more time 
for the handling of public and long dis- 
tance calls. Installation of automatic tele- 
phone equipment is also under way at 
Reno, Dunsmuir and Klamath Falls. With 
the completion of these systems, 75% of 
the company's telephone exchanges on 
Pacific Lines will be automatic, thus im- 
proving service both for ourselves and 
the public. 

Carrier telephone circuits are also 
being installed between numerous major 
points. This type of circuit permits 
multiple use of a single pair of tele- 
phone wires, making possible the trans- 
mission of two conversations and four 
written telegrams simultaneously over 
the same wires. A circuit of this type has 
been in operation between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles for two years, and such 
circuits were recently completed between 
San Francisco-Portland; also San Fran- 
cisco-Reno. The section between Reno 
and Ogden will be completed the Iatter 
part of December. Also the program 
calls for these circuits between Los An- 
geles-Tucson and Tucson-El Paso. With 
completion of these carrier telephone 
circuits, all Division Superintendents’ of- 
fices on Pacific Lines will have direct 
telephone connection with the General 
Office in San Francisco. 

During 1940 it is proposed to install 
telegraph carrier channels between San 


’ Francisco-Ogden and San Francisco-Los 


‘Angeles, which channels operate for 


printer ‘service in same manner asthe 
“telephone carrier circuits operate for the 


‘voice, and ‘will permit the. transmitting 
of sixteen messages over the same pair

PGE Announces Auge Car Program 


A 820:000.000 program for the re 
building and repair of refrigerator 
cars during the first six months of 1940 
was announced November 16 by the 
Pacific Fruit Express Company, bringing 
the company’s completed and planned 
expenditures to approximately $20,000,- 
000 for improvements to equipment 
alone since January, 1939. 

The 1939 budget provided for the re- 
building of 2300 cars, 500 of which re- 
main to be completed before the end of 
the year. By July, 1940, an additional 
2500 cars will be rebuilt in readiness for 
seasonal peak handling of westera perish- 
able crops.’ “Rebuilding” a refrigerator 
car, it was éxplained, means replacement 
of the box part of the car with an en- 
tirely new superstructure, the only parts 
of the original car going into the rebuilt 
unit being the underframe and trucks. 

Jointly owned by Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads, Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press is the world's largest refrigerator 
car service, with more than 38,000 cars 
in its fleet for the transportation of 
fruits, vegetables and other perishable 
crops to the distant markets of the middle 
west and east. 

‘The company has spent approximately 
$21,500,000. for 5700 new cars in the 
past 10 years, and is now building 25 so- 
called super-giant cars at a cost of about 
$150,000. At the same time, large ex- 
penditures have been made for capital 
investments, other than rolling stock. 

Pacific Fruit Express has general shops 
at- Los Angeles, Roseville, California, 
and Nampa, Idaho, and smaller shops in 
Colton, California; Tucson, Arizona; 
and ‘PocateHo,; Idaho. The 1940 rebuild- 
ing program will be divided ‘between 


Los Angeles, Roseville, Colton and 
Nampa. 

Organized by Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific in 1906, Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press began operations October 1, 1907, 
with a total of 6600 refrigerator cars and 
an office force of three persons. It now 
has more than 3000 employes during 
peak seasons; owns 17 manufacturing 
and two natural ice plants, and has icing 
platforms with a combined length of 
over 18 miles, accommodating 3758 cars. 

Efficiency is maintained by reason of 
the fact that Pacific Fruit Express cars are 
all-purpose carriers. That is, in addition 
to providing refrigeration, their bunkers 
are made to take specially-constructed 
heaters to protect shipments against ex- 
cessive cold in freezing weather. Any car 
may be used refrigerated, ventilated or 
heated as needed at any given point. This 
flexibility of use does away with the 
necessity of moving special-purpose 
cars long distances to meet demands for 
particular types, thus helping to pro- 
vide an adequate supply at all times, and 
tending to keep freight charges at a low 
tevel by obviating heavy capital invest- 
ments in special equipment.

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RAIL AND SHIPPER PARTNERSHIP 


Vice President Saunders Explains Joint 
Enterprise at Western Growers’ Meeting 


ESTERN railroads consider them- 

selves active’ partners in the big 
business of growing and marketing the 
fresh fruit and vegetable crops of the 
West. 

So declared J. T. Saunders, vice presi- 
dent in charge of system freight traffic, 
in a recent talk at the fourteenth annual 
meeting of the Western Growers Pro- 
tective Association in Del Monte, on the 
subject of “Growing, Transporting and 
Marketing Perishables—A Joint Enter- 
prise.” 

As evidence of the railroads’ desire 
to cooperate, Mr. Saunders pointed out 
that the numerous improvements in the 
character and quality of sail service to 
eastern markets in recent years have not 
been induced by competition, but have 
come voluntarily out of an earnest en- 
deavor on the part of the railroads to as- 
sist the perishable industry ia overcom- 
ing its problems. 

“We developed the diversion rutes and 
technique by which your ‘farm-to-matket' 
road becomes more flexible, enabling you 
to seek out the profitable markets and to 
avoid the anprofitable ones, without ad- 
ditional cost,” he said. 

“Equipment of the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company, largest refrigerator car 
line in the world, has been constantly 
improved (see page 9), and in addition 
gteat changes have been made in pro- 
tective technique. Today, as contrasted 
with the old system of almost exclusive 
standard refrigeration, the perishable 
protective tariff includes 58 services to 
meet the differing needs of shippers, 
most of which are available at substan- 
tially lower costs. 


Precision Schedules 


“The railroads have — established 
schedules which are performed day in, 
day out, enabling shippers to determine 
with a high degree of exactness the time 
factor in their sales, And. to protect 
against the occasional failures, we have 
guaranteed our performance, thus in- 
demnifying the shipper against loss. 

“Finally, we have welded together the 
American railroads into the greatest co- 
ordinated enterprise the world has ever 
seen. If you desire to ship a car to any 
railroad station in the United States it 
may involve movement over five or six 
different railroads. You give no thought 
to whether or not the service of the rail- 
toads you choose to use will be avail- 
able to you. You order the car from your 
originating Line agent and you pick a 
toute of your own choice, with the justi- 
fiable confidence, based upon experience, 
that your railroad partners are organized 
to function automatically to carry out the 
obligation you impose upon them—an 


obligation you impose without notice to 
anyone except the railroad with which 
you deal at the point from which you 
make your shipment.” 

Foremost among the problems faced 
by the shipper-railcoad partnership, Mr. 
Saunders said} was that of getting a 
Breater share of “the housewife’s food 
doliar—in the most highly competitive 
market there is,” Also were discussed the 
problems of distance from major consum- 
ing markets, cost of distribution, sphere 
of the motor truck in transportation, and 
governmental activities affecting the in- 
dustry. 


Distance Vital Factor 


Distance to the great consuming mar- 
kets of the middle western and eastern 
cities, coupled with the advantage held 
in this respect by practically every grow- 
ing territory with which western pro- 
duction must compete, was cited by Mr. 
Saunders as basis for the railroads’ policy 
in establishing and endeavoring to main- 
tain the blanket freight rates that put 
western growers on equal terms with 
their competitors in other sections of the 
country. 

“This point gains force,” he said, 
“when I remind you that it is, for exam. 
ple, 3,291 miles from Los Angeles to 
New York, and 1,188 miles from Lake 
Wales, Florida, to New York; and if the 
citrus fruit rate from Los Angeles to 
New York were related proportionally 
to mileage over the Florida rate it would 
be $2.49 per hundred pounds, instead of 
$1.42." 

Declaring that there is a crying need 
for a solution of the problem of the cost 
of distribution, Mr. Saunders offered de- 
fense of the railroad charges in pointing 
out that the transportation and other 
transit costs on Pacific Coast Icebucg let- 
tuce sold in ten primary markets from 
October 1935 to December 1936 were 
only 26.4 per cent of the retail selling 
price, the freight and refrigeration 
charges on a head of lettuce from Salinas 
to New York averaging about 214 cents, 
“We contend the transportation we per- 
formed for the 214 cents we got was 
cheap transportation,” he said, “We 
hauled the head of Jettuce over 3000 
miles and played a full part in producing 
the destination value. Taking into ac- 
count the nature and volume of the ser- 
vice, the investment required to provide 
it, and the character of the commodity, 
there can be ‘no justifiable criticism of 
its cost.” 

Turning to the problem of the motor 
truck, Mr. Saunders reminded his audi- 
ence that seven years ago the California 
Railroad Commission declared that west- 
ern perishable production was dependent 
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on transcontinental railroads for orderly 
marketing and that there was danger to 
the producers in western territory of un- 
controlled trucking operations destroy- 
ing the orderly processes of distribution. 
Some ‘progress has been made toward a 
solution of this problem, he said, but 
declared “we are a long way from a 
solution.” 

“We are face to face taday with the 
question whether or not the motor 
truck shali be the master or the servant 
of our ‘joint enterprise,” Mr. Saunders 
said. “From the railroad standpoint, mo- 
tor truck transportation uncontrolled and 
running rampant without regard to the 
proper field in which it should be used 
is impairing, if not destroying, the rail- 
soads’ earning structure. For-hire truckers 
in California in 1938 earned over $75,- 
000,000 on intrastate for-hire highway 
transportation. In 1938 the interstate 
movement of perishables by truck reached 
18,000 cats, nor is the end in sight. The 
time has come for a searching analysis 
of why these things exist, in order that 
we may know where the present trends 
are leading, whether they are economi- 
cally justified, and to learn the extent to 
which these trends occur because of con- 
ditions fundamentally unsound. 

“It would be ridiculous to contend 
seriously that there was no field for truck 
transportation in this great ‘joint enter- 
prise’ of outs, or to intimate that the 
field of the teuck was limited. It is, how- 
ever, important to know what the proper 
field is, and it would be well worth while 
for us to devote considerable study to 
the question of finding the proper place 
of the truck in the transportation side of 
our ‘joint enterprise.’ 

“T preach no gospel of despair,” said 
Mr. Saunders in commenting on pros- 
pects for the future. “On the contrary, I 
am firmly convinced that the collective 
intelligence which created this great cn- 
terprise is capable of solving the prob- 
lems it has yet to face. After all, we built 
the West at a time when the tools avail- 
able to us were far less effective and ef- 
ficient than those that are at hand to use 
today. I see no reason why the same 
vision, courage, enterprise, and skill that 
made these enterprises of ours what they 
are cannot solve the problems that con- 
front us and enable us to continue to 
produce profitably in the years that lie 
ahead.”

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$1932 AN HOUR IN TAXES 


AX payments are ever with us, and to most folks 
their size and regularity often create a family 
budget problem. 

Because we have these personal experiences we 
ate qualified better to understand the effect tax pay- 
ments have on the net earnings of Southern Pacific: 
and wo have a personal interest in the eamings of 
our railroad, for thereby hang the security of employ- 
mont and the expansion of activities that create more 
and better jobs. 

Southern Pacific is an enormous enterprise, one of 
the largest in the world. Consequently its tax bill 
runs into large figures. But its business, nevertheless, 
functions on somewhat the same fundamental prin- 
ciples as those governing the conduct of an indi- 
vidual's own personal business affairs. Income must 
keep ahead of outgo, or there's trouble brewing. 

Taxes constitute one of the large items of outgo. For 
1938 the total taxes of the Southem Pacific’ Transpor- 
tation System {including Pacific Lines,’ Texas and 
Louisiana Lines, and Steamship Lines) amounted to 
$18,259,503. And. in that same year the Transportation 
System. after paying all expenses and interest 
charges, had a net loss amounting to $6,829,008. 

In this presentation of the railroad’s tax bill, the 
Bulletin. directs attention only to those payments 
covering Pacific Lines (West of Ogden and EI Pase) 
and the solely owned affiliated companies operating 
in that territory. such as:the Pacific Electric, North- 
western Pacific, San-Diego and Arizona Eastern, Pa- 
cific Motor ‘Trucking, and sixteen others.

In addition to these taxes for the benefit of em- - 
ployes, $211,533 was paid to retired- employes, during 
1938, under the Company's ‘pension plan, and the 
Company paid $501,897 of premiums for employe 
group insurance..These payments, ‘added to ~the 
above $5,109.850, make a total of $5,823,280 paid in 


‘1938 for the benefit of ‘employes of the Pacific Lines 
_and affiliated companies on the Pacific Coast. 


For 1938 the tax bill had increased $888,402-o7er 
what it was in 1937, Percent of taxes to toial Railway 
Operating Revenues was ‘9.81. Percent of taxes to Not 
Revenue :from Railway ‘Operations (what was left |. 
over “after paying™expenses, ‘taxes, and operating 
rentals, but not interest charges) was 48.94.-. 

Any .incréage‘in taxation necessarily reduces ‘the 
amount of income available for maintaining ‘and :im- 


_ proving the ‘properties. and consequently reduces the 


amount of ‘employment for:railroad workers.’
